Result of a Royal Commission re- 
port tabled in the House of Commons 
is that Canadian Japanese wil re- 
ceive an additional $1,222,829 for 
their possessions and properties con- 
fiscated during the war. Property, 
principally market gardens in B.C. 
as shown upper right, was turned 
over to the Veterans’ Land act ad- 
ministratfon of the Department of 
Veterans’ Affairs, at a price, the com- 
mission found, approximately half its 
real value. The second major item 
on the list of sales were the fishing 
boats used by the Japanese on the 
B.C, coast, lower right. The com- 
mission, after examining hundreds of 
claims brought by the former own- 
lers, has recommended $71,000 dis- 
bursement, Grandmother Uchadi, 
above, is one of the ones whose 
homes were sold in Vancouver for 
which, the report says, a fair price 
was paid as they were advertised 
and sold to the highest bidders. 
$201,000 is to be paid for personal 
effects lost or stolen. 


Issue Cards To 
Show Rate Of 
Money Exchange 


OTTAWA.—To establish a uniform 
method of handling U.S. currency 
and making change for U.S. visitors, 
the Foreign Exchange Control board 
has issued a special display card for 
distribution to hotels, restaurant 
owners, retail merchants, service sta- 
tion operators and others engaged in 
the tourist business, 

The card carries a simple state- 
ment: “U.S. Funds Accepted at the 
Official Rate—$1.00 U.S.-$1.10 Cana- 
dian.” On the reverse are two simple 
tables for calculating the amount of 
change which should be given when 
American currency 
payment of an account. One shows 
the simplest way to calculate change- 
making in Canadian dollars; the 
other when U.S. dollars are request- 
ed in change.

PORTLAND, Ore.—A hot war is 
about to break out in the U.S. Pacific 
Northwest. A war whose outcome 
may affect as many Canadains as 
did World War II. 

More than 100 airplanes are get- 
ting into position, Air strips have 
been hacked out of the forests, ‘and 
more than 200 men are moving in 
supplies, 

At a signal, the planes will take off 
and attack billions of enemies— 
spruce budworms that are raising 
havoc in the Douglas and white fir 
forests of Oregon and Washington. 
It will be the world’s largest spray- 
ing operation, 

Each plane will be “armed” with 
gallons of highly toxic DDT, the mir- 
acle chemical of the past war. The 
state of Oregon and the United 
States Forest Service have joined 
forces for the coming gigantic bat- 
tle. 

In the past five years, this pesti- 
ferous inch-long caterpillar has in- 
fested 2,267,000 acres of the finest 
timberlands, More than 2,000,000 of 
them are in Oregon, the No, one wood 
products-producing state of the U.S.

HEALTH 
Sunburn Cause 
Of Absenteeism 


The greatest of all causes of in- 
dustrial absenteeism in July and Au- 
gust is sunburn, states an editorial 
in the magazine Health, official pub-

“It is said that during the war no 
less than 50,000 workers were unable 
to work on an average day because 
of illness, most of which was pre- 
ventable, and sometimes the means 
of preventing absenteeism due to ill- 
ness are amazingly simple,” says 
Health.

Study groups, when properly conduct- 
ed, are not only entertaining, but of 
great educational value, and the cup 
of coffee and light lunch at the end 
of the meeting is simply a must and 
does wonders towards creating good 
fellowship and understanding. 

The question has often been asked: 
“How to get more fathers to attend 
Home and School meetings.” All 
that is needed is to give the men 
more work to do within the organiza- 
tion, make them feel they are badly 
needed, By all means have your exec- 
utive members equally divided be- 
tween fathers and mothers. You will 
be surprised how one father will 
bring out more male members, and 
soon you will have equal number of 
both sex attending meetings. A few 
years ago the men took very little 
interest in Home and School meet- 
ings, but that day is gone. Now fa- 
thers are beginning to realize they 
will have to share in the responsibil- 
ity of educating their children, It is 
surprising the number of members in 
some Home and School associations, 
who have no children of their own, 
yet are very active members and 
workers, and have adopted our slo- 
gan, “All Children Are Our Children”. 

Associations either under the name 
Home and School, or Parent-Educa- 
tion organization are spreading to all 
corners of the Globe. In Japan, a 
country which knew very little of 
Home and School prior to the last 
war, is now very active. This was 
brought about by the American Oc-

They saw the need 
of such an organization in Japan and 
told the Japanese parents what could 
be accomplished with such an or- 
ganization. There the growth of 
Parent-Teacher associations have 
been amazing and their work to im- 
prove the educational system of Ja- 
pan has been outstanding during the 
past four years. 

We now have 150 associations in 
Saskatchewan, all of which are af- 
filiated with the Saskatchewan Fed- 
eration of Home and School Associa- 
tions. Once an association becomes 
an affiliate member, it also becomes

a member of the Canadian Federa- 


tion of Home and School, with a 
membership of one hundred and sev- 
enty-five thousand members, who in 
turn are affiliated with the world 
body, which was first organized in 
1927. We have over eight thousand 
members in Saskatchewan, and with 
the rapid growth of our organization 
we will soon pass the ten thousand 
mark. 

Several of our Home and School 
associations conduct Community Cen- 
tres in their respective schools sev- 
eral times each week during the 
school year. Such things as leather- 
craft, woodworking, drama, dancing, 
boxing, model aircraft, knitting and 
sewing are taught. Some of the 
Centres also conduct a Junior stamp 
club, The Centres are proving very 
popular with the children, teen-agrs 
and parents alike. Most of the in- 
structors are members of the Home 
and School associations. Quite a num- 
ber of parents attend the classes for 
instruction, especially in leathercraft. 
There are no membership fees of 
any kind to pay in the Centre, and 
any materials the members wish to 
purchase are sold at cost, At one of 
our schools they have a weekly av- 
erage attendance of 450. Junior 
classes are held early each evening; 
the teen-agers and parents for the 
balance of the evening. 

Our Home and School 
are proving very popular. TWo were 
held during 1949, one at the Univer- 
sity of Saskatchewan, the other at 
Fort Qu’Appelle, The purpose of the 
|Institute is to help Home and School 
members become better acquainted 
{with Home and School work. The 
| program is divided into two sections. 
he first deals with the philosophy, 
purposes and educational theory that 
is the groundwork of all Home and 
School associations. The second deals 
with the practical problems of plan- 
ning the programs of meetings. The 
number of Institutes held during 
1950 will be increased, 

It is to be hoped that eventually 
every school in the West will have a 
Home and School association. If you

We suggest the following precau- 
tions: 

Avoid prolonged exposure to sun or 
excessive heat, either indoors or out- 
doors. 

If exposed to direct sun, keep head 
covered, - 

Wear light, porous clothing. 

Remain where there is a circula- 
tion of air, if possible. Electric fan 
may be used to create a breeze in- 
doors. 

Drink adequate amounts of cool 
water (not iced), The body is cooled 
by perspiration but the fluid lost 
must be replaced by a large intake 
of water. This varies with the indi- 
vidual and the length of exposure to 
heat. Often 8 to 12 glasses a day 
are needed,
